Sanitary  Inspector, 

■ ’ There  have  boon  several  changes  in  the 

position  of  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year  under  review. 

Mr. H.G. Price  terminated  his  appointment  on  January  10th, 1942, 
having  obtained  a permanent  position  elsewhere. 

Ho  was  replaced  by  Mr . Owen  who  remained  in  the  service  of  the 
Council  until  August  31st  when  he  resigned  aving  to  the  fact  that 
ho  could  not  obtain  a suitable  house  in  Brccoh. 

Then, on  September  1st, the  position  was  filled  by  Mr .11. T. Jones  who 
was  still  in  the  service  of  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year.

10  cases, 3 were  military  patients .Seven  diphtheria 
cases  wore  admitted  to  Merthyr  Isolation  Hospital  of  which  one 
was  a non-resident  in  the  Borough, 

Only  one  of  the  above  cases  had  been  irmiunisod  and  this  proved  to 
bo  an  exceedingly  mild  case. 

c.  Cerebrospinal  Fever.  These  cases  occurred  late  in  March  and 

early  in  April. Of  the  above  11  cases, 6 
were  military  patients, The  remaining  5 were  removed  to  Merthyr 
Isolation  Hospital. 

This  epidemic  threatened  at  one  tine  to  become  serious  but, as  a 
result  of  advice  issued  by  the  press, loudspeaker  car  and  leaflets, 
the  danger  at  once  ceased. The  police  and  military  authorities 
proved  only  too  willing  to  cooporato  in  the  control  of  this  disease 
and  they  proved  very  helpful. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation, 

During  tho  year  under  review  monthly 
clinics  were  commenced  for  tho  purpose  of  inmuni sing  children 
against  diphtheria# The  response  has  boon  satisfactory  and  as  a 
result  a recent  survey  showed  that  87%’  of  the  school  children  had 
been  immunised. The  response  in  the  under  5 year  group  has  also 
been  satisfactory  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  attendance  will 
continue  to  remain  satisfactory  so  that  the  present  high  rate 
of  immunising  will  be  maintained, 

Scabios,  A fair  number  of  cases  of  scabies  came  to  ny  notice 

during  the  year, The  evacuee  cases  were  admitted  to  tho 
Sick  Bay  at  Scnnybridge  for  treatment  while  the  non-evacuee  cases 
were  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council’s  Health  Visitor, 

Venereal  Disease,  The  Breconshire  County  Council  has  an 

agreement  with  the  General  and  Eye  Hospital, 
Swansea, for  tho  treatment  of  these  cases.
